765(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 19 of the Air 
(Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1981 (14 
of 1981), read with section 6 of that Act and Rmle 
8 of the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) 
(Union Territories) Rules, 1983, the Cental Gov¬ 
ernment, after consultation with the Central Board for 
the Prevention and Control of Water Pollution, hereby 
declares, with effect from the date of publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette, the areas as 
shown in the annexed Map and describe below as air 
pollution control areas within (he Union territory of 
Goa. 
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Description of areas covered by Map. 

'The boundaries of the areas covered by the map 
will be as follows :— 

Starting clockwise from Marmagoa Port Sea Coast 
and following the Zuari River South bank upto the 


Cortalim Agacaim Ferry, then following NatioHll 
highway No. 17 upto Marmagoa Taluka Euunaaiv 
until it meets with Sea Coast near Arossim; after 
that Arabian Sea Coast.

G.S.R. 766(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 19 of the Air 
(Prevention and Centred of Pollution) Act, 1981 
(14 of 1981), read with section 6 of that Act and 
Rule 8 of the Air (Prevention and Control of Pol¬ 
lution) (Union Territories) Rules, 1983, the Central 
Getvernment, after consultation with the Central 
Board for the Prevention and Control of Water Pol¬ 
lution, hereby declares with effect from the date of 
publication of this notification in the OfiScial Gazette, 
the areas as shown in the annexed Map Nbrnbers 1 
and 2 and described below as air pollution control 
areas within the Union territory of Delhi. 


Description of areas covered bv Map No. 1 ■. 

The boundaries of the area covered by Map No. 1 
will be as follows ~ 

Starting clockwise from the northern-most point at 
the intersection of Ring Road and G.T. Ka nal Road 
at Azadpur, the boundary line follows G.T. Kamal 
Road upto Rana Pratap Bangh, DESU Colony where 
G.T. Road intersects with Najafgarh Drain, then it 
follows Najafgarh Drain till the Drain intersects with 
Railway line coming from Rohtak, then it follows the 
Ring Railway line upto Mayapuri Ring Road Flyover, 
from that southern-most point it moves north and to 
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north-east along Ring Road upto Azadpur, the start¬ 
ing point. 

Description of areas covered by Map No. 2 ; 

The boundaries of the area covered by Map No. 2 
will be as follows :— 

Slaiting clockwise from Wazirabad Barrage on Yam¬ 
una River in the North, the boundary line fellows, the 
Yanmna River iiptd Railway Bridge on Yamuna River 
near Indraprastha, from that point it follows the 
Railway line upto Tilak Bridge from where it follows 


the Tilak Marg and then encircling the India 
it follows the Kasturba Gandhi Marg in a north- 
westcinly direction upto the outer circle of Connaught 
Place; along the outer circle it joins the Chelms¬ 
ford Road and follows the Chelmsford Road and the 
Qutab Road upto where it intersects the Delhi-Kamal 
Railway line near Pul Mithai from where it follows the 
Railway line upto its intersection with Najafgarh 
Drain near Shakti Nagar and finally, it follows thfe 
Najafgarh Drain hpto where it falls into River 
Yamuna near Wazirabad Barrage,
